Thomas J. Battey, teacher of thou- 
sands of students at Moses Brown 
School, where for more than half a cen- 
tury he was a member of the faculty 
died yesterday morning in his 90th yeal 
at his home, 284 Lloyd avenue 

Returning to the school, his own alma 
mater, in 1869, Mr. Battey remained an 
active teacher until 1929, when he re- 
tired because of his advancing years 
Botany, geology, chemistry, physics ana 
nature study were the subjects he 
taught. 

During nearly all his active life 
Battey was an active minister of the 
Society of Friends, taking a prominent 


part in the work of the group in Provi- 

dence. He was identified with the work
